Tragic End Sunday 


Officer Was Survivor of 


Ten Major Wounds in 


Two World Wars 


Beacon. N. Y., Nov. 12

--Commodore jJixic Kiefer, Pacific 
war hero who lived through ten 
major wounds in two world wars, 
wa.s killed yesterday in the crash 
of a Navy plane on Mount Beacon, 
three miles northeast of here. The 
wreckage was found today. 


Five other persons also died in. 


the crash. 


Commodore Kiefer, 49, was wid- 


eclly known as "Captain Dixie" of 
the documentary film "The Fight- 
ing- Lady." He was commanding 
officer of the First Naval District 
air bases and was stationed 
at 


the CJuonset, R. I., naval air sta- 
tion. 


The First Naval District in Boa- 


ton today confirmed that Kiefer 
was one of the victims. Several 
hours earlier a municipal official

Captain George C Erickson ol Schick Hospital Is 


Guest Speaker 


Helping the sick and wounded G. I. Joe to come back to civilian 


life as a. self-sufficient man who needs no hand-out from anyone, is 
the chief aim of the army reconditioning program according to Capt. 
George C. Erickson who spoke before the Dixon Woman's club meet- 
uig- at the Loveland Community House Saturday afternoon. 


Chief of the reconditioning service at Schick General hospital, 


Clinton, Iowa, Capt. Erickson gave a revealing insight into the hos- 
pital reconditioning program and 
some of the problems involved in 
its attempt to facilitate the phy- 
sical, mental, and emotional recov- 
ery of sick and wounded soldiers. 
Though a relatively new term, re- 
conditioning itself is not entirely 
new, 
having been used by civilian 


doctors to aid physical reconstruc- 
tion after 
prolonged 
illness 
or 


surgery. But is was a doctor at 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., who re- 
alized that it would take more 
than just medicine to get men 
back into shape and ready to re- 
turn to active military duty upon 
their release from a hospital. 


Capt. Erickson showed moving 


pictures which depicted the re- 
building of a 
wounded 
soldier 


through the three phases of the 
program, the physical, mental, and 
emotional preparation for the re- 
turn to active military duty. Along 
with the physical care given the 
soldier, well planned 
occupational 


and recreational therapy gave him 
a chance for self-expression and 
a return to usefulness which help- 
ed him to regain and keep his 
mental and emotional balance. 


Now that the war is over there 


is a change in the program which 
now stresses the 
reconditioning 


for civilian life. The accent is be- 
ing- placed on an individualized 
program which recognizes the need 
for vocational training and ade- 
quate re-socialization of the indi- 
vidual. 
The present need is for 


physical fitness, mental and emo- 
tional stability which will enable 
each one to take his place as an 
ordinary citizen in 
a 
normal, 


peace-time world.
